dication of the Prelate’s Speech, com ains the fame 
infamous Do@rine of corrupt Dependance»; which 
Doftrine they are refolved ro enquire into, and 
their Method of Enquiry is by laying down Tus 
Posrrron, as ‘tis given by bis Lordfrip's Ad- 
wats, qvith their ExPLANATION of #.

An independant Houfe of Commons, or an indepen- 
dant Houfe of Lords, is as inconfiftemt qwith our 
Confiitution as an independant, that is, abfolute 
King: And whoever loves the Liberties and 
Laws of his Countsy, will no mere defire co fee 
one than the other. Let Bribery be puoithed ; 
let Coruption be punifhed ; bur not by gieing 
fo much Strength to one Power of the Conftitutica, 
as fall make it over-bear the veft 

Thefe are his Lordfhip’s Words ; and thefe 
Words do plaioly relate to a Conffitutional De- 
pendancy, and to no other ; but the Craft/man, con- 
trary to all the Rules of Conftruction, and in 
Defiance of Tsu h and Juflice, affirms that they 
relate to a Dependancy to be created by Bribery and 
Corruption ; whereas thers is not the leatt Shadow 
of @ Pserence for fuch an Lorespretation : for 
bis Loréfhip did not, in this Speech, argue 
againft the Defign of the Penfien Bill, bur a. 
gaint the Bik itfelf, as ineffef'ual to anfwer 
that Defign, and as naturally tending to give fuch 
an Exlargement of Power to the Houle of Com 
mons, as might in time break the Razance be- 
tween the three Powers effential to ou: Con iiurio: 
A Bll, brought inro the Houle, to prevent Treafon 
or Felony, may be fo ill made, that « Man may 
juftly argue againft the Biz, without arguing 
againft the Defien of the Bk: The Reverend Pre- 
late did mot Ipesk againft the Bill, as “twas a 
Biil to prevent Bribery and Corruption, but as it had 
a Tendency to alter the Conftitutiozal Dependancy, bi 
& ving too great a Power *o one Branch of ir. 
His Lordfhip might be as reiclutely again Bribe 
ry and Corruption, 2s any Nia‘. upon Farth, and 
yet argue againft a Bid, which crotefles to refrain 
them ; becaufe thar Bill, in his Opinion, would, 
upen the Whole, so more hurt than good. That 
this was his Lordfhip’s Meaning, end way ef 
arguing againft the Penfion Bill, is very ev. ext 
““ This Bill, fays he, will give a ereat Enlarge 
“* ment of Power to the Commons; and whateve 
* tends 10 break the Ballance betwee: the Powers 
*§ effencial to the Conflitution, muf, in rime, 
** deitroy the Conflitution.” So that in this 
Senfe, and inthis Senfe only, his Lorcfh'p is 
again an Independant Houfe of Commons as he 1s 
azuin® an Independant King ; becaufe, if cither of 
thofe fhould happen, it would render the other 
Powers nfelefs ; deitcoy the mutual Check and Cone 
troul, in which our Safety cov fitts, aud, in con- 
fequence, the Conftitution it felf. 

The Excellency of our Government confifts in 
this, thee our Lepiflacure is nor one fingle Power, 
for then it migh: foon cegenerare into Tyranny, 
but Three Powers abfolurely diftinét, and yet mu- 
tually depending ; aud our Security liesio keeping 
the Baddnce of Power as near an Equality 2s pofiidle ; 
for om that Ballance the Prefetvation of the Frre- 
dom of cur Goverrment entirely ses. While 
that Ballance continues, the three Powers are 
chécks one upon another; but if one of the Parts 
of the Legiflature gets a1] Power into its own 
Hands, or fuch a Share, that the other two can’t 
exert their Negative Voice, chen is the Confiitu 
tion loft. 

This is the Foundation on which his Lordthip 
builds his Argument againft the Penfioo Bill , as 
appears by other Parts of hisSpeech. “ cy this 
* Bill, fays be, There would be a Power lodg’d in 
the Houfe of Commons of doing what they pleas'd 
“ with ewery Member who bad any Gratuity or Re- 
© qward from the Crown. How tar, fays his Lord- 
© thip, thefe Words, Gratuity or Reward may be 
* extended, no Man can teli: If a Relatioa of 
** a Member be advanced to any Office, it may 
“© be conftrued as a Reward to the Member; and 
“© he made anfwerable to the Houfe, under Su- 
“ fpicion of Bribery: And confidering how nu- 
“© merous the Relations of the beft Families are, 
** and how oft rhe Subje&ts ftand in need of the 
** Favour of the Crown, for the Pardon of Of- 
** fences, for the Remitting of Fines and For- 
“ feitures, for renewing of Leafes, Grants, Pa- 
“ tents, and the like, it will always be in the 
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“ Power of a Majority to fix the Guilt of Bri- 


fooner or later, prove the Ruin of the Whole. | 


** bery upon thofe who are not in their Favour ; 
“and either to turn fuch Members out, as corrupt 
|“* Men, or, by the Terror of fuch Ufage, make them 
** fabfervient to their own Ends.” The Houle of 
Commone ate altgady Sudges cf the Eleions of 
their Members ; and it ever they thould come va 
tbe Jadges (as they will by this Bill) of the moral 
| Qualifications of their Members, they may, by 
Ge srecs, come to make a Houfe of Commeni, by 
| turning our, or continuing in, jult as they plete : 
and fo, by chis extraordinary mew Power, the 
| Rogh: of the People in choofing Members may 
cone to fignify nothing, and the Houfe do whac 
it will boch with King and People. The Ggmmoas 
{by ths means, may, in time, get all Power ints 
| their Hands, and fo be independant, which would 
eff tually and thorougnly dedsoy the Contticu- 
100, and which therefore ought, above all things, 
to be puarded again; (and then his Lorcfhip 
fpecks shee Words) for an independint Houfe of Comt« 
mons, or an independant Houfe of Lords, is as incon- 
| fifent with our Conftitution, as an independant or 
| abjolute King, ‘This, and this alone, is the Inde- 
pe cy which the Rev. Frelete {peaks againtt ; 
i Independancy ailing from p Selling all Power, of 
too preat a Share of it, which would cake aw ay the 
mutual Check or Controul, in which our prefent 
‘afety confitls, and which alone can keep us 
fiom Snking uncer Subje&ion to one fingle Power 
or Tyranny, 

This is che Argument, end thefe ave the Reafons 
which his Lorcthip made ufe of again/? the p: nfios 
Bill, He was nor againft that Bill, as the bill was 
againft Bribery and Corruption; but becauS ic was 
ineff ual to anfwer that End; and alfo, naturally 
tended to throw fuch a Share of Power into the 
Hands of the Commons, as would make them too 
hard for the other Powe:s of che Lepiflata e; aud 
fo gradually weaken, if not overturn the Conftitu- 
tion.
